“Wherefore receive ye one anothor, as Christ also received vs, 
to the glory of God.” Rom. 15: 7. 

The term, fo receive, signifies cordial reception. It 
does not mean necessarily to receive one into our busi- 
nees, nor into the membership of a household, nor into 
any special pursuit, but into a heart open to friendship 
—ocordial good will. Weare to receive one another, 
however widely we may differ in character, pursuits, 
ideas, notions, in the true spirit of frank and idial 
love and confidence. I think we have very ‘site ideh 
of what the work was that the apostles had to perform 
in gathering together the heterogeneous materials that 
came under their hand, and bringing them into any- 
thing like unity and order. 

There was, in the first instance, the natur:] pride of 
men. It may be said that, taking the human family 
collectively, there is no sign or trait of the lower con- 
dition of life more apparent than that of repulsion. 
The first feeling, almost, with which we meet a foreigner 
is that of prejudice; a stranger, that of inquisition. 
We tend to hold ourselves aloof until we haye investi- 
gated: and then, when we become acquainted, the 
selfishness of men, their defensory inatinota, their self 
appropriating instincts, all of them go on with the 
work, and we tend to receive to coriial confidence 
those who are like us, those who do as we do, those who 
are in ony interest, or those who are agregable ang can 
minister plegsyre to ys, Still, the old origine} man, 


the selfish man, stands elmogt intact, aud we refneo to in 


yeselve men on the simply thet they are God's, 
benefeent, 


ground 
dud that we ave to be, Uke God, univéraall) 





That is very well for a poem, very well for an ideal dis- 
course, but it is a garment not worn very often in the 
ordinary and common life, even of Obristians. 

Then there is, besides that, the national prejudice that 
separates men. Nations are always conceited. Every 
nation thinks itself, for some reason or other, superior 
to every other one. Weare conceited. That is on the 
very face of things. Never was there such a country, 
and never such institutions; never was there such peo- 
ple; never were there such laws; never was there 
such prosperity; never such afature; and, alter wo 
have crowed thoroughly, we admit that there are some 
few excelleucies left to other nations. We give them 
the crumbs, while we take the loaf. But these national 
prejadices we may set off with humor, under ordinary 


- | Circumstances. 


In the primitive day, when men were to be brought 
into church unity (that is, were to form ur constitute 
an assembly), we can perceive at once that one would 
bring with him his culture, his notions; another, his 
thinking, his wisdom and philosophy; another, bis 
emotion; all of them, their manners and customs. It 
was very hard to mix them; but it had to be done. 


Then, there were the original preconceived religious ; 


differences. These were manifold. In the first place, 
there were a great many different kinds of religion 
brought together. There were elements cf the old 
Egyptian natiocs; there were very strong elements 
derived from the Greeks, and perhaps even more from 
the Romans, who were at that time so regent over the 
whole civilized world; there were the Barbaiians, with 
their various sects and fetiches. Springing out of these 


| were different religions, wkich ranged widely across 


the horizon of human intelligence, differing even to 
antithesis and opposition, but to which men adhered to 
with a certain scrupulous tenacity, and which were to 
be mingled somehow into one. 

Besides these, the moralities were very different. 
Things that were allowed in Corinth would never be 
tolerated a moment in Jerusalem. You will find that 
Paul, in writing to the Corinthians, finds it neccasary to 
state distinctly that incest is not a Christian virtue, and 
ie not allowable, You can scarcely conceive of such a 
morality going current; and yet it did: and when they 
came together who had been reared in the Greek cul- 
ture, they brought in their lax notions of moral- 
ity. Over against them stood the rigor of the Easenes 
who more nearly represented our Shakers than any 
other modern form or equivalent. Then there were 
the Pharisees and Sadducees. They had their morals 
and their customs. It was not held wrong in some 
nations to get druok; but in others it was, There was 
almost unbounded indulgence in some nations, and 
great rigidness and strictness in others. This differ- 
ence of morality came in as one of the repellent influ- 
ences. 

Then there were many kinds of conscience, It is 
always the worst thing to do, to take care of a man’s 
conscience; but there is one thing worse than a man 
who has a conscience, and that is a man who has none. 
A man who has no conscience is like a man without a 
dog—the door is open to every prowler by day and by 
night, A man who has one is like a man who hasa 
dog—no man can come in unless he can appease it in 
some way. A mancan not get along without a con- 
science, but a man can get along with one. The con- 
science generally hangs oa the things that are nearest 
and most obvious to the mind, and, therefore, on ex- 
ternalities. The Jews bad a conscience that was set on 
everything that belonged to religion; and they could 
not give thatup. Togiveitup wastogive up their 
fathers; it was to give up the Lord’s approved way 
through long periods of history ; and just in proportion 
as thege things were cxternal, visible, and unimportant, 
they wer to them fsmiliay and coacgieationsly in 


oes On clear to this day. Men will violate the 
sie i Ghrisianity without @ wink} but if 





they were to give up the particular mode of an ordi- 
nance, of baptism or what not, that would lie heavy on 
their consciences, 

It was a part of the apostolic labor to bring together 
and unify men who were in a transition from external 
religion toa religion that had no external, butonly anin- 
ternal condition. For the theory of Christianity, primi- 
tively, was this: Rectify the sources of all thought and 
all motive, and the rectified heart will take care of all 
its external necessities, create them, minister to them, 
and keep them fresh, and strong, and good. Here 
stood the Jew, however, in a petrified system of rigor- 
ous observances; and he was called to go over to 
Obrist, and have liberty in him by a new heartja new 
manhocd inspired by the Holy Spirit within him; ‘and

you will see how, at every single step, men were hedged « 


in and hindered, because every man had his conscience. 
As the apostle says, one eats berbs, another eats meat, 


and what one will not eat and drink another will, ' 
One ob:erves Sundays, festivals, and fasts; and another « 


says he can not doit. Even down to this day see what 


a pother is raised when there is any discussion on‘thé” 


subject of the Bible. What is its anatomy? What is 
its structure? What is its history? or, What is the 
way of using it? All theair resounds, and the duat 
flies up so that men can scarcely see what they look’at. 
Here is the question of the Sabbath day. Is it of divine 
authority? Is it divine? If so, what is the method 
and what isthe way? The discussion of is sets every 
man in an enthusiasm; and men are not half so 
anxious about possessing the things that the Sabbath 
was made to create, as they are about observing San 


day. Here are men who walk through the Bible and’ 


desecrate every single one of its grand requirements, 
and that, tco, without the slightest scruple; but if any- 
body touches the external Bible, they are all eflame. 
We are not very different from world!y folka When 
it comes to the question of ministers meddling with 
politics, how all the grog-shops on every corner grieve 
that the church should be desecratéd! How it breaks 
their hearts! How sorrowful they are! And the 
church imitates them only in another and a little 
higher sphere—not being so intensely zealous for the 
fruit of the spirit as for the external instruments. They 
do not care so much for the corn and the wine, for the 
wheat and the barley; but for the plows and sickles 
that men use they care a good deal. And this spirit 
in us isa remnant. It was a great deal stronger before 
Christianity had avy power to contest it. Weare a 
great deal better off than they were even a hundred 
years ago, more so than they were a thousand years 
ago, much more so than they were in the apostolic day. 
Christianity was never so weak in most respects as in 
the primitive church, although that bas been supposed 
to be the model and fountain for every after age. It is 
no more a model and fountain than childhood is a 
model and fountain for the grown-up man.

“Many other signs truly did Jesus in the presence of 
his disciples which are not written in this book; but these 
are written that ye might believe that Jesus isthe Christ the 
Son of God, and that believing ye might have life through 
his name.” St. John 20: 30, 381, 

“The-reason for writing Christ’s life as given in the 
textis'two-fold—that of believing him to be the Son of 
God, and that of having life through his name, Belief 
is not a voluntary state of the mind into which a man 
can pass by a single act of the will as we raise the hand 
or move the body. When asked to believe the mind 
must have some fact or statement and a reason for be- 
lieving it. But when facts and proofs are given the 
mind hasno choice. If the proof is convincing it must 
yield assent, This is absolute in purely mental ques- 
tions... There are, however, questions that appeal both 
to the feelings and intellect, that involve conscience and 
conduct, that call into action the higher powers of the 
spirit and affections, and before these is a double action— 
& movement of mind and heart. In such cases the heart 
may. refuse to assent or be led by what the mind says is 
trne.and the conscience ‘declares to be right. Thus the 
moral nature must act in conjunction with the mind to 
give. the power of choice. The mind often begins with 
practical truths, and is led step by step like climbing 
the mountain. Many steps must be taken before reach- 
ing the summit, 

There are. only two ways to avoid this. We must 
either. have no large questions, no many-sided facts, no 
connected series of events or truths, no mountains to 
climb, 20.summits on which to stand, or else have man 
so large that he can comprehend all things at a single 
glance. This not being so we should not think it strange 
that each mind and the whole world of mind must needs 
have a childhood in religious knowledge as in everything 
else. 

It is said: “Why doea not the Bible make everything 
plain? Why is religion not as simple and evident as two 
and two are four?” That would make the moral uni- 
verse, no larger than two and two, and have the Bible 
with. its. vagt conceptions of God and immortality 
brought down to such narrow dimensions that a child 
could master them in one hour. Others say: “Why is not 
religion so purely one of reason that it can all be solved 
by the forms of logic?” That would take away love 
and hope and conscience and shut us up in the realm of 
dead matter. It would take us away from all the 
great world of life and beauty and song. Even in 
reason there is something beneath and beyond our 
reach. Chemistry may analyze the heart and brain, but 
it can not recall the life that bas taken flight. Thus we 
find religion, as in other things, dependent upon evi- 
dence and beginnings that reach out and take hold of 
questions high as the heavens and deep as the nature of 
God. It seems necessary in the study of this subject, 
for while the life of Obrist touches the lowest planes of 
thought and feeling, its real grandeur and glory, lofty 
truths and blessings can only be seen from higher and 
broader observations. 

If we would study the life of achild we must descend 
into its little world of toys, plays, tears, sorrows, and 
enjoyments. ‘thus in the study of Christ’s life we must 
try toreach that upper plane of life and forces in which 
he moved. 

Whatever may be our thoughts of Christ one fact is 
certain, that we have what purports to be the life of such 
a person. If Matthew, Mark, Luke, and Jobn did not 
compcse the books bearing their names the world has 
no hint of their authorship. But the books are here, 
and somebody must. have written them as the lifs of 
some real or ideal person. How does it happen that 
men otherwise unknown in literature could create such 
a character and put in his mouth words of wisdom that 
have never been equaledin the history of the world? If 
Christ were not a real character how strange that his 
name should gain such rapid influence in the commun- 
ity where he was supposed to have lived by the simple 
teaching of a few obscure men! In the main it is 
much easier to accept Obrist as a real character than 
to account for it in any other way. This, then, is 
- the firet step in believing that Jesus Obriet is the Son 
God, 

Let us now pass to a brie! survey of his life ac a 
whole, From firet to last be is in come way clsimed to 


be in some sense divine, And it is from this bighes

plane.of life that we must study his character. We may 
not be able to determine what ‘he should be or do, so 
can judge whether his life is consistent with such a 
lief and whether it is adapted to the end for which 
the text says he lived—namely, that men might be- 
lieve, and believing have life through his name, As 
we follow his life along upon its own higher plane I 
think all these requirements will be found. 

His life is consistent with itself, The beginning, the 
progress, and the end are all in harmony. The con- 
ception is supernatural; the birth is exceptional. This 
fact standing alone might be questionable, But it isin 
harmony with previous predictions, and it was the hope 
and expectancy of the world at that time. The annun- 
ciation, the warnings, the appearance of angels, the song 
to the shepherds, the visit of the wise men, are all out of 
the ordinary events of time but in perfect harmony with 
the birth of Jesus. 

Advancing a step further we find this child at the age 
of twelve years so mature in wisdom that he amazed 
the learned doctors of the temple with his questions 
and answers. We next hear of him in the beginning of 
his public ministry. The baptism, the descent of the 
Holy Spirit, and the approving voice from the clouds 
attesting his sonship, the temptation in the wilderness 
and the presence of the strengthening angels, his ministry 
and miracles, all follow along upoa this higher plane 
of life. 

His words penetrated the very depth of the soul. 
Hypocrisy stood unmasked, the sins of the heart were 
reproved, the spiritual meaning of the law was disclosed 
and future judgment revealed. Being himself the 
truth, all questions seemed alike easy. He seemed to 
stand back into ihe realm of causes. He moved with 
a power unknown to men. The sea was calmed, the 
multitudes fed, the sick healed, and the dead were raised 
at his word. He possessed the same majesty in the 
realm of morals, He rebuked sin, pardoned the peni- 
tent, and moved with conscious purity and healing power 
among sinners. He transcended the limitations of form- 
alism and gave the spirit liberty in the world of right. 
He laid the kingdom of righteousness within and called 
about him disciples to preach. 


The closing scenes of his-Hife were all of this unusual 
character. By his own word he changed the passover to 
an event commemorative of his own death. His suffer- 
ing in the garden and death upon the cross were at- 
tended with supernatural manifestations. His resur- 
rection and reappearance, commission to his disciples, 
and ascension, are all consistent with himself and seem 
ratural when studied from this higher plane. 

Again: The life of Ohrist seems in accord with our 
highest reason when studied from the stand point of di- 
vinity and the needs ot humanity. It accords fully with 
my idea of God. Heislove. The feeling we bear to- 
ward our children must lead us to believe the Father of 
all souls would in some way come to his children in their 
need and suffering. Our world was in a sense lost, hunt- 
ing and crying for a Father. Would not he who is God, 
who is love, reveal himself? Would he not soreveal his 
power in healing the sick and feeding the hungry as to 
make them feel his presence ? Would he not cast abroad 
the seeds of righteousness and establish achurch ? Does 
not our world need such a savior, brother, and friend as 
we find in Christ? All these things are a help to faith, 
But to see them we need to get back of truth or in its 
great current and float on with the widening stream to- 
ward the great ocean. If we stand off and criticise or 
look at some marvelous fact apart from the connec- 
tion with its own higher plane we may easily fail of 
belief and sink down in doubt or indifference and 
finally death. 

Thus we find the written life of our Lord intended as 
a basis of belief from which we may look to the end to 
something beyond. The reason why mankind are urged 
to believe is that they may live. Animal life can sub- 
sist upon sir and food, but the soul bas a finer life and 
must have finer food. That food is truth. This is why 
unbelief is likened unto darkness and death, The mind 
is alive only in proportion to the truth it can take, If 
it has a knowledge of bodily wants and truth enough to 
supply them in that sense it has life enough to plow, 
grind, and kindle a fire, Then if it go a step further 
and come in contact with the truths of mechanism, of 
machinery, of ars, of figures, of history, of society, of 
politios,and philosophy, it begins to live in the larger 


life of thease things, 
And so it is of the spiritual life. I! it heve nothing 


to love, if it perosive sot the relations of sight sad 
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wrong, if it feel nosense of obligation, itis dead. If the 
heart lovesonly itself then it has only the life of selfish- 
ness. If it goes outside of self enough to love a dog or 
a horse or the money that will buy them, it will have a 
little larger life, Then it may rise tothe loyeof a friend, 
a wife, a home, children, country, and some form of 
government, and in each instance the life of the soul is 
enlarged. It may come into the love of great princi- 
ples, as justice, truth, and reciprocity; it may come to 
love man as man, and all the beneficence that go to help 
man. Thus as the soul gets hold of more truth it lives 
in a higher and deeper senso, If it be opened toa sense 
of divine love, if it permit the life of God to flow into 
its own life, then it isenlarged in the broadest sense—then 
it lives the truest and fullest life pos.ible. The soul 
can not live a life higher than the truth on which it 
lives. 

If you want a man to be a patriot or soldier you must 
have him take hold of these things in such a manner as 
will inspire a love for country. It issoin religion. The 
religious life must begin in faith and cozduct of right of 
love to man and God, And as these enlarge, fill, and 
move the soul it comes into their life; is led and inspired 
by them. In this can be seen the immenee valuo of 
Ohristian faith. It brings us to the fullest truth of God 
as our Father and Christ as our Redeemer. This view 
of faith does not make the life of the soul depend upon 
some dogmatic conception of Christ, but on faith in the 
revelations of God and love and principles as seen in the 
right. It is not the method of the soul’s approach that 
is 60 important, but rather in seeing and feeling the 
great truths of the gospel in such a way as to come un- 
der their power, to be uplifted by them, to be led into 
their life, These great truths come to us, they appeal 
to our hearts, they wait upon us to givo life, to lead the 
aoul out into the vast depths of God’s truth and love, It 
is the life that the soul wants; not a faith in something 
to be fondly accepted, but the life now and forever that 
comes from feeding and living upon the great truths 


of God.

REPLY TO “TWO INQUIRIES NOT RENEWED.” 


Rev. J. J. Summerbell—Dear Brother—The few 
points yet to be noticed might have been ineluded 
in the former letter, but.I did not wish it to be “un- 
profitably long.” 

“Hades, from a privative and idein, to see, is indeed 
doubted by Lidd. & 8c., but not denied. Cremer, in 
his recent Bib. Theo. Lex. of New Testament Greek, 
admits that it is mostly derived from a and idein—i. ©, 
a and eidoo, the invisible, the invisible land. The aspi- 
ration makes this doubtful to L. & 8., but it does not 
seem to have bothered the grand scholars who decided 
on the old etymology,” and whom I followed. I have 
the honor of being an American by birth from Eoaglish 
parents, and never had any difficulty with the “h’s.” 
But as to the Greek word, if you should spell it in Ea- 
glish “ades,” an Englishman would pronounce it hades, 
for he not only drops the b where it is, but supplies it 
where it is not, But Parkhurst, Robinson, Grove, and 
Schrevellius derive Hades from a neg. and idein, to see, 
and define it accordingly. They do not express any 
doubt as to its propriety. 

The reason why I took pains to show the distinction 
between Hades and Gehenna was because you had, by 
the phrage “that department of Hades or Gehenna,” 
copfounder them as the same, and it is rather surpris- 
ing to me that you should not have recognized it. 

You sppear to have adopted the opinion that when 
Christ rose from the dead all the spirits of the righteous 
were liberated from hades, and that they ascended with 
him into heaven; and that since then the spirits of the 
righteous at death ascend to heaven, and do not go to 
hades at all; but that all the wicked go there and re- 
main in torment until the judgment, when death and 
hades shall deliver up the dead which are in them. 
This opinion is not well founded, for Peter, in Acts 2: 
84, says, “For David is not ascended into the heavens.” 
And this is not given as an exception to a general as- 
cension of believers, but as an example in illustration 
of the fact that Christ only hath ascended into the heav- 
ens, David and all other believers who bave died and 
departed into hades atill remain there, And Paul, in I. 
Tim. 6: 16, says of Ohrist that he alone hath immortal- 
ity, dwelling in light unapproachable; whom no man 
hath geen or can seethat is, while dwelling in that 
light,” And thie agrees with the typical errengement 
that the Aaronia high-priest should enter into the most’ 
boly plage alone, and waa not econ by the people until 
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he returned therefrom. “So Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many,” and then with his own blocd 
entered into the holiest of all,“and to them,” his wait- 
ing saints, “who look for him, will he appear the a 
time without sin unto galvation.” Hades or sheol is 

the departed saints the place of waiting. Job said, “Ob, 


' that thou wouldst hide me in sheol, that thou wouldst 


keep me secret until thy-wrath be past, that thou 
wouldat, appoint me a set time and remember me! If 
[or althougb] a man die, he shall live again. All the 
days of my appointed time will I wait till my change 
come.” Job 14: 18, 14. And “if I wait, sheol ia my 
house.” 17:13. Hence we learn that the true position 
of all believers, whether living or dead, is that of wait- 
ing for the Lord from heaven, and when he comes, the 
dead in Christ shall be raised incorruptible, and the liy- 
ing shall be changed, and all together caught up to 
meet him in the air, and so from thenceforth shall be 
ever with the Lord, ; 

Eph. 4: 8,9 relates not to Cbrist’s spirit going into 
hades and returning from hades, but to Christ himself 
coming down from heaven and ascending into heaven, 
The descent was by incarnation (see Ps, 139, 13-15), 
when he was made in fashion asa man, And the as- 
cent was when he was carried up into heaven from the 
midat of his disciples on Mount Olivet. From anabee, 
he ascended, Paul infers a katebee, he descended; even 
as Jesus said, “No man bath ascended up to heaven, but 
he that came down from heaven.” Hence your infer- 
ence from this passage is invalid. 

The place which Christ has gone to prepare for us is 
not to be entered by us until he shall come again (John 
14; 2,3), and therefore can not be a place in heaven 
where he now is, snd to which you suppose the right- 
eous ascend at death. The place he has gone to pre- 
pare is to be in his Father’s house, which term he ap- 
propriates to the temple at Jerusalem. (John 11: 16. 
See also Isa. 56:7.) And in Ps, 132: 13, 14 it is written: 
“For the Lord hath chosen Zion: he hath desired it for 
his habitation. This ie my rest forever: here will I 
dwell; for I have desired it.” In the promise to David, 
IL, Sam, 7: 13, it is predicted of the Messiah, “He shall 
build a honse for my name, and [ will establish the 
throne of his kingdom forever,” thus identifying the 
Father’s house with the kingdom of Christ as it shall be 
established at his coming again; and the place to be 
prepared for his followers is that of being kings and 
priests in his everlasting kingdom. 

You say, “Sheol”—that is, bades—“is a place from 
which there isa possible reecue for some,” implying 
that for others it is not possible, or at best doubtful, 
The only passage on which, by mistake, such an opin- 
ion might be based is Job 7: 9, “As the cloud is con- 
sumed and vanisheth away, so he that goeth down to 


_Bheol shall come up no more;” but this must be con- 


strued with verse 10, “He shall return no more to his 
house, neither shall his place know him any more,” 
showing that the meaning is he shall not come up dur- 
ing this age, and agreeing with chapter 14:12, But at 
the termination of the heavens and earth which now 
are, Ohrist will come and first raise his saints, and after 
@ thousand years raise the rest of the dead. For “as in 
Adam all die, even so in Christ shall all be made alive.” 
They die and go to hades because of Adam’s disobedi- 
ence; they shall come out of hades and live again be- 
cause of Christ’s obedience. Death and hell (hades or 
sheol) are concomitant terms used to designate the 
condition of human beings when their bodies die and 
waste away, and their spirits depart and are unseen by 
us. But when all shall be raised to life again, there will 
be no more death and hell. 

Ps, 9:17, “The wicked shall be turned into hell [sheo!] 
With all the nations that forget God,” applies to wicked 
Jews who, along with wicked Gentiles, shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction from the presence of 
the Lord and the glory of his power, when he shall 
Come to be glorified in his saints and admired in all 
them that believe in that day (II. Thess, 1: 9, 10)—i. e., 
they sball all be consigned to hell, sheol, during the 
whole millennial reign of Obrist and his saints over 
restored Israel and the obedient Gentiles, The tenor of 
the whole pealm shows this, for then the Lord shall 
have “prepared histhrone for jadgment, and he shall 
judge the world in righteousness, he shall minister 
judgment to the people in uprightnesa. Then the 
mints “shell be lifted up from the gates qt death” and 
vojoice in the salvation of God, Then the wicked will 
be destroyed aud “ibeiy pame," authority, power, ete, 


annihilated. Their bodies will be destroyed and their | 
spirits will bein hell, hades or sheol. Bat after the 
millennium their spirits shall be brought out of sheol 
and their bodies from the sepulcher, and they shall be- 
come living souls again, It is this that is mean by per- 
ish in I. Cor. 1: 18, for until Christ comes the term is 
applied to the righteous, as in Isa. 57: 1, “The righteous 
perisheth,” where abad, the equivalent of apollumi, is 
used; so that if the latter means that the devil kills the 
wicked, the former means that he kills the righteous, 
But the truth is, the devil has nothing to do with it. 
All die, the righteous as well as the wicked, by the di- 
vine appointment as God seeth good. 

Rom. 6: 21 and Phil. 3: 19 have the same meaning. 

As to John 3: 36, it simply means that when the be- 
liever shall rise in the first resurrection to eternal life, 
the unbeliever will remain in death and hell, hades, for the 
wrath of God remaineth on him. But how could the 
wrath of God abide on him if he was utterly destroyed 
or annihilated? There would be nothing for the wrath 
to abide on. The passage proves the conscious exist- 
ence of the spirits of the wicked, but does not say how 
long the wrath abides on them. David ‘says that the 
Lord “will not always chide, neither will he keep his 
anger forever.” Pas, 103: 9. 

All manner of destructive elements are employed to 
execute upon mankind the penalty of Adam’s sin; and 
until Christ comes the righteous and the wicked are 
subject to the same destruction expressed by abad 
(Heb.) and apollumi (Gr.). But when he comes all the 
righteous shall be gathered from death and hell and the 
earth, and caught up to meet him in the air, and appear 
with him in glory when he shall descend from heaven 
totake the kingdom. But the wicked shall be cut off 
from the earth and cast into hell (hades),and with the 
wicked of all former ages, already there, shall be pun- 
ished with everlasting destruction from the presence of 
the Lord and the glory of his power; that is, during hia 
millennial reign. It is this measure of his administra- 
tion which Jesus illustrates by the parable of the wheat 
and tares, Matt. 13:24, etc., and which is referred to in 
Heb, 6: 8 and II. Pet. 3: 7. 

Luke 13: 3,5 refers to such destructions from this life 
as befell the Galileeans and eighteen other persons men- 
tioned in verses 2 and 4, and who, being wicked, will be 
left in death and hell when Christ shall raise his saints, 
and which will be the case with all impenitent sinners. 
This perishing is not annibilation, but exclusion from 
the kingdom of God, and kept in death and hell until 
after the millennium, 

There is no other mode of saving men from sin, and 
making them sons and heirs of God, but by faith in the 
atoning sacrifice of Christ, and this salvation is only 
attainable during this life. If any hope to attain it 
after death they will be disappointed, and find the im- 
passable gulf between themselves and it. But while 
forever debarred from attaining to the glory and bless* 
edness of the saints, they will be brought into subjse- 
tion to Christ and his saints (Ps. 47: 2, 3; Heb, 2: 8; I. 
Oor. 15: 27, 28), and reconciled to God in that state of 
subjection (Col. 1: 20; Pz, 66: 3, 4). 

Wicked men may be figuratively called “tigers, 
wolves, rattlesnakes, and adders,” because of those 
traits of character which such creatures represent, but 
that does not alter the fact that they are intelligent, 
moral agents, created in the image of God, and capable 
of being renewed in that image; and that some of the 
worst have been changed and made sons and heirs of 
God; and that none can be so fallen and degraded as to 
lose humanity, or their constitutional inclinations to 
rectitude and happiness, so as to make it impossible to 
reclaim them from vice to virtue. And God will have 
a'l men to be saved and come to the knowledge of the 
truth, for (or because) there is one God and one media- 
tor between God and men, the man Christ Jesus, who 
gave himself a ransom for all, to be testified in his own 
times, I. Tim. 4: 4-6, Therefore he is the Savior of 
all men, specially of them that believe. I. Tim. 4:10. 
Believers shall be saved as a first fruits of his creatures, 
and shall be glorified with Obrist and reign with him. 
And the earnest expectation of the creature, the reat of 
human kind, waiteth-for the manifestation of the sons 
of God. After which the creature also shall be deliy- 
eréd from the bondage of corruption into the liberty 
of the glory of the sons of God. Rom. 8: 19-21. 

There,jis nothing in the Soriptures to juatify syoh a 
thovgbt as, “Let-the wicked die,” or ea you mesp, be 
snnibtiated, “thet there be no more ourde, oF moursing, 


“alusll be put out forever and everi’ They will.aot be or pain’ By “ihe former things are pamed away) is 


not meant that they are annihilated, but that they are 
renewed, as the caterpillar passes away, being made a 
butterfly. Thy evil character and evil condition de- 
part, and by the divine renewing are changed to purity 
and happiness. ‘Annihilating things is not making 
them new. If anything is annihilated it is not made 
new; but God says, “Behold I make all things new.” 
And so shall he wipe away all tears from the eyes of all 
mankind. 

The words of Scripture are not always to be taken in 
their etymological meaning, but according to the use 
made of them in the Scriptures, and their meaning is 
ascertained by comparing scripture with scripture. 

Annihilation can not be the true doctrine, for that 
makes death eternal, The doctrine of “the restitution 
of all things” is the true doctrine, for by it God is hon- 
ored in the recovery of all intelligent beings from sin, 
in the exaltation and glory of the saints as kings and 
priests unto God in oneness with Christ, and the sub- 
jection and reconciliation of all the rest to God under 
their government.

Every Christian is truly a servant of Christ, and 
walks according to his or her highest conception of 
right and duty, as directed by his written word. All 
Christians have one faith, and the one faith which is 
common to all Christians is called a common faith. It 
seems to me, froma scriptural stand- point, that the one 
faith consists in a confident trustin Christ as the sent 
of God, the Redeemer of the world, and a full and firm 
belief in his written word set forth in the New Testa- 
ment, and a constant rendering of a willing obedience 
thereto all along the journey of life, seeking to know 
and serve God in the beauty of holiness, 

It seems to me that the béginning of the unfolding 
of the new life consists in the “wicked forsaking his 
way, and the unrighteous his thoughts, and turning to 
the Lord who will have mercy, and to God who will 
abundantly pardon.” Isa, 55:7. “The werd is nigh 
thee, even in thy mouth and in thy heart: that is the 
word of faith which we preach: that if thou shalt con- 
fess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe 
in thine heart that God hath raised him from the dead, 
thou shalt be saved. For with the heart man believeth 
unto righteousness, and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation.” Rom. 10: 8-10. “Whosoever, 
therefore, shall confess me before men, him will I con- 
feas also before my Father which is in heaven.” Matt, 
10: 82, 

With my conception of revealed truth—were I stand- 
ing, like Peter was on the day of Pentecost, preaching 
to the rebellious Jews who had betrayed and mu 
the Lord of glory, and in charging home to them 
crimes, they should, being convicted as they were, cry 
out, What shall we do? I would tell them as Peter did, 
“Repent and be baptized in the name of Jesus Obrist 
for the remission of sins,” that they might thus in a 
formal way confess him before men whom they had 
betrayed and murdered; but standing where I do, near 
the close of the nineteenth century since the birth of 
the world’s Redeemer, if I were asked the question, 
“What must I do to be saved?” I would answer as 
Paul did the Philippian jailer, “Balieve on the Lord 
Jesus Christ and thou shalt be saved.” Aots 15: 31. 
“For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness, 
and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation.” 
Rom, 10:10, “To him gave all the prophets witness 
that through his name whosoever believeth in him 
shall receive remission of sins.” Acts 10: 43. 

From the light thus reflected about me from the 
Holy Scriptures, it seems to me that baptism is not a 
condition of salvation, but a duty which is obligatory 
upon the saved, and for which they must answer to 
God, not to men, a and coming day. “To 
his own Master he or falleth.”

150 -were able and desired to listen to the preached 
gospel. It was sad to think that so many in one inati- 
tute in our state were deprived of their natural reason, 
compelled by circumstances over which they have no 
control to be placed in such an asylum. Very many 
of those persons were naturally intelligent, and have 
been surroundea by kind friends to cheer them on in 
the pathway of life. But, oh, how changed the scene is 
now! Reason and, in many instances, friends are gone, 
and they are left to the mercy of others. But I thank 
God that such ample provisions are made for those 
thus unfortunate. 

Most of those wir attended service listened with 
deep interest to what was said,and seemed to appre- 
ciate the occasion very much. 

Dr. T. S. Armstrong, superintendent, is an old ac- 
quaintance of mine, and is the right man in the right 
place. Drs. Eastman and Wilsey are also reliable men. 
In fact, I think all of the officers and conductors are 
men’ and women of souls who feel for others’ woes. 
As I looked upon that beautiful structure of stone and 
brick, and walked through. the same from ward to 
ward,and saw how nicely and .conveniently it was 
arranged,and what care was taken of the inmates, I 
could but thank God that I lived in a world of sym- 
pathy,

This insane asylum is situated two miles and a half 
east of the business part of our city, on a beautiful hill, 
and can be seen for miles around the city.

Bro. Coan,—I have just read in the HeRAtp your let- 
ter to a brother in the ministry, which is so full of the

from a people called Saventh-day Adventists I have 


met the most bitter opposition—first, on doctrine, but 
failing to make this win, then, second, on character. 
This last, however, was sooner put down than the first. 
Your words on opposition were, “Stand up manfully;” 
or rather, “Meet opposition; meet it bravely.” These 
words have the right ring in them; they give no un- 
certain sound. We are to fight the battles of the Lord; 
we should do it manfully. Waen but youngin the 
ministry an aged minister gave me a number of books 
to read on the sleep of the soul, future kingdom, etc. 
He said he hoped I would be converted to the truth. 
In course of time I returned the books, whereupon be 
asked me if I was not now convinced. I answered, 
*S.r, Jam more firm in the Christian doctrine of a con- 
scious state on the other side of the river, or of the per- 
petuity of man, and in Obrist’s kingdom now upon the 
earth, than [ was before reading the books.” He gave 
me up, and said he had hoped a man of my ability, 
alter reading such books, would have embraced the 
truth, I thought that he valued my ability too high— 
at least thought I was worth fishing for. But as for the 
truth. I relied upon God’s revelation. I have never as 
yet had any desire to leave the Christians either to go 
to other denominations or to the world. And why 
should I? The Christians give the right to read and 
understand and preach God’s word as I understand it, 
to the bast of my ability.

On the 8th of June he was one of the prominent 
and most interesting speakers, and, indeed, eiice his removal 
to Yellow Springs, has preached much for the church, for 
which he has received many thanks. He married for his 
second wife the widow of the late lamented L. D. Robinson, 
of Cincinnati, who is a woman well calculated to comfort 
and care for him.

God has promised to give length of life to those that 
love him. Remember the age of this octogenarian, and 
while his life is all covered with glory may his goodness 
when he dies be embalmed in the memory of those who 
survivehim.

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SALT WITHOUT MEASURE. 


“And salt without prescribing how much.’’ Ezra 7: 22. 

My concordance shows that salt is mentioned thirty- 
seven times in the Jewish Scriptures. First, in con- 
nection with the remarkable Mrs. Lot who, in conse- 
quenee of her retrospective proclivities, became a mon- 
ument of saline substance. Secondly, as associated 
with the sacrificial offerings under the ceremonial law. 
And thirdly, in the benevolent letter of Abasuerus to 
Ezra, from which I take the above quotation. 

Salt was an article of great value to the Jews, not 
only as an appetizing condiment, but as an anticeptic 
for the temple service at Jerusalem, for which purpose 
Aatiochus gave them three hundred and seventy-five 
bushels at one time. 

Salt symbolizes hospitality. At Eastern dinners 
guests were invited to “eat calt” with their friends; and to 
eat “bread and salt” together was considered as a bond 
of fellowship. In this sense salt is a symbol of tempo- 
ral and spiritual hospitality, a courtesy that should be 
practiced more among thé people of God than it is at 
the present day. I am so conservative as to feel sad 
when I see how fast some of the good old puritanical 
customs and observances are passing away before the 
rash and bustle of our modern style of living. “Be 
not forgetful to entertain strangers, for thereby some 
have entertained angels unawares,” is aa° injunction 
that should be sounded down the centuries as long as 
time endures. How grand and unassuming was the 
hospitality of our ancestors! What glorious, health- 


giving cheerfulness was inspired at the festal-board in j 


the early days of New England! What blessed, mem- 
orable seasons were the “Thanksgiving days” of our 
childhood! That day had a significance higher than 
the meeting of friends; every heart was drawn upward 
to God in the most profound gratitude, and this inward 
spirit was expressed outwardly by thankrgiving and 
prayer. How abundant the provisions and ample the 
arrangements made for the entertainment of relatives 
and absent children! With what unaffected cordiality 
were invitations given! How warm the greetings and 
congratulations bestowed ! ; 

The parents, now growing old, have been left on the 
homestead farm. Sons and daughtera who once form- 
ed a-pleasant circle around the hearth-stone had gone 
away to distant cities to establish homes for themselves, 
Grandchildren were born whose grandparents had nev- 
er seen them. But the anniversary was drawing near 
when the links of the family circle were to be united 
again. Father and mother anticipate with great com- 
fort. Everything within the house is put in order by 
that old careful body whose daughters are coming 
home. The metal dishes, brass candlesticks, and and- 
irons are polished, the floors and woodwork are scoured 
till they are spotless, laundried curtains are placed on 
the windows, the capacious old brick oven is packed 
with various goodies, and every pantry and cupboard 
filled. Father looks about the exterior. The fences 
are mended, loose shingles and clapboards nailed down, 
the door-yard swept up, and extra cribs extemporized 
in the barn. 

The morning has dawned, and the “finishing touch” 
is put upon every arrangement. The old house looks 
as it used to when the children were present to assist 
their mother. Let’s see; the train is due at 10 o'clock. 
It is five miles to the station. The old couple adjust 
their spectacles and consult that ancient timepiece in 
the corner of the big kitchen. The family horse is 
harnessed toa large cutter, and away drives father to 
bring the guests. 

Mother puts on her best lace cap and pins a white 
handkerchief about her neck. A cheerful fire burns 
upon the hearth. Anon the good dame goes to the 
‘window and watches for the expected children. Bells 
jingle down the road, the front door is thrown open, 
and what # grand, hearty, old-fashioned hugging and 
kissing there is at the gate! Jubilant and happy, they 
all talk at once, and as mother leads the way to the 
house the old sire goes laughing to the barn. 

A blessed meeting! All the old rooms are visited, box- 
ex, chests, and closets looked into, and everything famil- 
iar in childhood examined and handled as treasures of 
priceless value. But the hours are passing. The old 
family table around which all bad gathered in childhood 
is spread once more and bountiful is the focd. When all 
are in place the white-haired sire says with great rever- 
ence, “Let us ask grace,” and with bowed heads all 
silently join in prayer and thanksgiving for food, rai- 


ment, and the preservation of life. How good mother’s 
cooking tastes! No food quite so sweet as mother’s. 
How swiftly the hours fly past; numbered by the slow, 
solamn tones of the old clock. There was.so much to 
tell and so little time to talk. Old neighbors came in 
of couree to renew their aequaintances and see how 
John, Samuel, and Martha were succeeding in the city. 

But the parting hour—saddest of hours to those who 
love—came, and amid falling tears the hands are press- 
ed once more and the kiss imprinted, perhaps the last 
in life, upon the wrinkled cheek of the parente. They 
take a last long parting look at mother as she leans at 
the gate, and are driven away. 

Meetings of this kind should be frequent. They are 
valuable, and leave a mellowing influence upon the 
heart. Children should visit home often and cheer the 
aged and lonely ones, Soon the telegram will come to 
tell you that “mother has passed away,” or the black- 
margined letter break the sad news, “father is no more.” 

This hospitality should be extended everywhere. 
Not only to children and family connections, but in 
neighborhoods unceremonial ealls should be made and 
an interchange of thought should be indulged in. Such 
visits of winter evenings were formerly of frequent oc- 
currence, and encouraged a friendly and reciprocal 
feeling. Now one may live next door to you—especial- 
ly in cities and towne—and you not know their names. 
Strangers traveling were once cheerfully accommodat> 
ed with lodging and food at farm houses, but now 
everybody is suspected of being a “tramp,” and doors 
are all double bolted. We should sprinkle on more of 
the salt of hospitality, love our neighbor as ourselves, 
and extend our fraternal greetings to a wider circle of 
this world’s good people. 

Church hospitality is much needed, and in this rela- 
tion the salt can be spread on “without prescribing how 
much.” We should always be especially courteous and 
attentive to brethren and sisters of other denominations, 
Ohurch visiting is an excellent antidote for bigotry, 
sectarianiem, and narrowness. We shall never know 
what good people are in all the churches till we go and 
sit down by their side, and worship God in concert with 
them; hence, I advise that we use this salt freely. Pour 
it on without stint, its preserving qualities are excellent, 
If we can not always indorse all we see and hear, we 
may get great good in an enlarged charity. And when 
our brethren from “sister churches” come to us we 
should giye them a good place in the house of God, en- 
courage them to participate in the services, and in every 
possible way make them feel so much at home that they 
—like bees that have found a tield of flowers—may re- 
turn and bring others withthem. “By this shall all men 
know that ye are my disciples, if ye have love one to 
another.” “Oae is your Master, and all ye are brethren.” 
“How good and how pleasant it is for brethren to dwell 
together in unity !” 

A well know Unitarian preacher a few years ago tried 
an experiment. He had a large tent at a Methodist 
camp-meeting, and carefully sought out and directed to 
that tent a clergyman who represented each of seven 
denominations. All took some part in asocial meeting; 
all strangers. When done the owner of the tent cailed 
attention to thedact that before him were ministers from 
seven different churches and asked, “Oan any of you tell 
what church these others belong to by anything they 
have said?” All were silent; all smiled. We grasped 
hands at the close of that blessed service and pledged 
ourselves that we would love all God’s children of every 
name and order.

OS 
LIFE. 

Life, what is it—a person or a principle, which? 
Has it form and organism apart from matter, or is it 
an immaterial, intangible something acting upon mat- 
ter? Worcester defines it thus: “The state of an or- 
ganized being before total and permanent cessation of 
the vital functions; the state of living or of being alive; 
vitality; opposed to death; as, the life of a man or 
beast; the life ofa tree.” This is simply pointing out 
the state or condition of organised matter when found 
in conjunction with life, rather than telling what life is. 
If this definition be correct, then the principle is abso- 
lutely the same whether found in “the man, the animal, 
or the tree,”"—being subject to the same outward con- 
ditions; light, air, and water being as essential to the 
one as to the other: neither form having power to re- 
tain the “vital” principle for any considerable time 


But why this is the case, or what it is that leaves the 
man, beast, or tree when those different forms of or- 
ganism pass into that state called death, scientists have 
not been able to tell us. 

Solomon speaks of man as having “no pre-eminence 
above the beast,” “because they have all one breath,” 
“All go to one place ; all are of the dust, and all turn to 
dust again.” This is only conforming to the common 
manner of expression, and simply means that man and 
beast inhale the sanie atmosphere, and could not long 
survive were they prohibited from breathing. That 
Solomon gave man preference over the beast appears 
from his words: “Who knoweth the spirit of man, that 
goeth upward,and the spirit of the beast,that goeth down- 
ward to the earth?” If the term “spirit” as here used 
means life, then there is certainly a differenco—man 
having the pre eminence over the beast. Bat what it 
is that causes man or beast to breathe and act still re- 
mains a seoret, and must continue to be until the end 
of time unknown to all but God alone. May we not 
reasonably suppose, however, that man’s life is of an 
infinitely higher type than that of the animal or the 
tree, being designed by God to act upon a more highly 
exalted and perfected organism? While God is the 
author of all life, whether found in shrub, tree, plant, 
animal, or man, it is quite evident that man received 
his life from God as did no other class or forms of organ- 
ism, A very eminent writer has said that “each seed 
or germ has its own special individual life, and every 
life forms its own body, all living forms being the out- 
growth of vital force or principle that is ever shaping 
or organizing itself so as to fulfill its mission. Bodies— 
living bodies—are not built mechanically, like tene- 
ment houses. Neither vegetable, animal, human, nor 
spiritual bodies are built for their tenants, but instead 
of this they are built by them.” 

However true the above position may be at this time, 
it is sadly defective when compared with the condition 
of the things in the account of creation, To me such a 
theory borders close upon Darwinism, and is at variance 
with plain statements given by the author of the first 
five books of the Bible. In Genesis 2:7 we read, “And 
the Lord God formed man of the dust of the ground, 
and breathed into his nostrila the breath of life, and 
man became a living soul.” Literally understood, that 
which “God breathed into his nostrils” was no part of 
man until after the “tenement” had been prepared for 
its reception. Nor are we warranted in the belief that 
it was an organized form, a real personality, breathed 
into Adam’s nostrils; but rather a vital principle, “the 
breath of life” which was to form a conjunction with the 
material part of man’s nature, thus rendering matter 
operative. What that vital principle or breath of life 
was before its conjunction with matter, and what ita 
powers, what it is, and what its capabilities when 
divorced from matter, must remain, to a great extent, 
a matter of speculation, an unsolved problem until the 
coming of Him who is our life, 

Life is truly a problem that all are obliged to give 
up. We may be allowed to speculate, and even 
discuss the question with profit to ourselves; but all 
oar speculations, reasonings, and endeavors to solve 
the knotty question will prove abortive until our 
knowledge is made perfect. To say that “Lazarus was 
called back to his body after it was buried; Dorcas re- 
turned and the body made alive after all preparations 
were made for burial ;” that“John was permitted to 
see the souls of the martyrs that were slain, under the 
altar,” sounds pleasant to the ear. By what authority 
is that statement made? Where do we read that the 
term “Lazarus” or “Dorcas” applies to vital principle, 
or spirit, which separated from the organized matter 
constituting the bodies of those particular persons. 
Lazarus and Doroas were known to their friends by 
those names only as life and matter united their souls 
and bodies together. It was the absence of organized 
matter, rendered operative while the vital principle 
remained, that they mourned—not the absence of the 
immaterial, intangible being, as the author quoted 
above would have us believe. There is no seripture that 
says Christ called back Lszarus to his body after he was 
buried, The passage referred to reads as folows: “And 
when he had thus spoken, he cried with a loud voice, 
Lazarus, come forth, And he that was dead came 
forth, bound hand and foot with grave clothes, and hig 
face was bound about with a napkin. Jesus saith 
unto them, Loose him and let him go.” It was not the 
intangible, immaterial, vital principle, that had been 


when not surrounded by the considerations specified, separated from the body, or material organism, at death, 
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that came forth, but the identical Lazarus with whom 
they had’ formerly been acquainted. Or, in other 
words, the vital principle formerly connected with the 
body was again restored to the body that was known 
by bis sisters as their brother Lazarus, But are we 
expected to believe that the immaterial part of man’s 
being characterized soul, spirit, and life, has blood? If 
20, how are those souls to get into heaven? Paul dis- 
tinctly states that “flesh and blood can not inherit the 
kingdom of God; neither doth corruption inherit in- 
corruption.” Perhaps not; but “soul and blood can,” 
saysone. The souls under the altar are represented as 
“crying with aloud voice, saying, How long, O Lord, 
holy and true,dost thou not judge and avenge our 
blood on them that dwell on the ea rth ?’”” 

Oae writer,in commenting upon the paseage, says, 
“Now, these souls had been slain; it was the souls, and 
not the bodies, John saw; they were in heaven, and 
spoke of those on the earth.” The commentator would 
have us believe those souls had been glain—killed ; that 
they had been killed by men who were atill living upon 
earth, and although dead, were crying with a loud voice 
for vengeance upon their murderers. Please turn to 
St. Matthew’s gospel, 10: 28, and contrast the two state- 
ments: 

“Now, these souls had been slain. 
and not the bodies, John saw,” 

“Fear not them which kill the body, but are not able 
to kill the soul,” . 

Here isa flat contradiction. The first quotation says 
it was the soul that was slain—killed; the latter says 
man could not kill the soul. The question will doubt- 
less arise in the mind of many,if man is not able to 
kill the soul, who were responsible for the death of 
those souls under the altar? If Jesus spake the truth, 
God only can kill the soul. Agaio, if these souls were 
killed they must have had a life peouliar to themselves, 
and apart from the material organism with which they 
formerly stood connected. The theory referred to may 
be accepted by the mass. It requires a wonderful 
amount of faith on my part, however, to believe it. 

To me, the whole difliculty arises by confounding the 
life with the soul, or in attempting to prove the soula 
separate entity from the body, having personal exist- 
ence, all the powers and attributes—only ia a larger 
measure—exercised when in connection with the body. 
According to David, the soul remains identified with 
the body, and is even deposited in the grave. “For 
thou wilt not leave my soulin hell.” Psalm 16: 10 
He evidently meant the grave, nor are we to suppose 
he meant the “vital principle” went into the grave un- 
lesa he anticipated being buried alive. Peter quotes 
David as authority on the resurrection of Christ from 
the dead. “That his | Carist’s] soul was not left in hell 
[the grave], neither did his flesh see corruption.” 
David knew and Peter knew that the vital principle, 
or as we sometimes say, the inner man, never went into 
the grave. The probabilities are that God created man 
with a soul in connection with his material organism, 
which required to be acted upon by a vital principle 
called life before man could be regarded as an account- 
able being, or being capable of suffering or enjoying. 
And in this consists the difference between man and 
beast—man having a soul, the brute being destitute and 
therefore unaccountable, 

Let us see to it that our life is hid with Christ in God. 
Then when Christ, who is our life, shall appear, then 
shall we appear with him in glory. W. Percy,

‘BAPTISM A CONDITION OF SALVATION.” 

Bro, Goan,—-By your permission I should like to no- 
tice a few points in a communication under the above 
caption, and which was published in the HEratp of 
May 17th last. 

With me if is doubtful whether the fears expressed 
in that article are well founded. Ona the contrary, I 
am disposed to fear. that possibly too many go through 
the ceremony of baptism without first being in posses- 
sion of that spirit the reception of which the Apostle 
Peter gave as a reason why Cornelius and his household 
Were fit subjects for baptism. If I rightly understand 
the language of Peter, it implies that if the spirit had 
not first been given, those Christians present would 
have had a perfect right to object to their baptiem; and 
if that was true of Cornelius, why is it not true of all 
other Gentiles? But the brother says that the spirit 
‘was given before baptism on that occasion in order to 
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convince Peter and others that God had made provis- 
ion through Christ for the Gentiles as well as for the 
Jews! Let me inquire, from whence did the brother 
receive that important information? Did Peter or any 
one else say that God gave the spirit before baptism for 
the purpose of convincing him that God had provided 
salvation for the Gentiles? Would it not have been 
quite as convincing to have given the spirit after bap- 
tism ? 

But what are the factsin the history of this case? 
To what purpose was the vision which Peter saw at the 
house of Simon, the tanner, at Joppa? Why that great 
sheet let down from heaven, and containing all manner 
of four-footed beasts? If that was not for the purpose 
of convincing Peter, then what wasit for? But Peter 
distinctly stated, as soon as he came into the house, that 
he had been convinced by the vision at Joppa—“that God 
had showed him that he should not call any man com- 
mon or unclean, and for that reason he had come” (see 
Acts 10: 28,29). He repeated the same trath at the 
beginning of his discourse in the ever memorable lan- 
guage of the 34'h and 35:h verses: “Then Peter opened 
his mouth and said, Of a truth I perceive that God is 
no respecter of peraons: but in every nation he that 
feareth him, and worketh righteousness, is accepted 
with him.” But the spirit was not given until the close 
of his discourse! 

If the spirit was given on that occasion for the pur- 
pose of convincing Peter it failed of its purpose, for he 
was convinced bsfore it was given. Mr. Campbell 
found his theories of the desigr of baptism badly 
upset by this discourse and itsattending circumstances, 
and in order to escape their force be set it aside 
as a special case, and stated that the spirit was given be- 
fore baptisna in order to coavince Pater, etc., and hun- 
dreds of others have taken up the same line of escape 
and parroted his language, without seeming to realize 
that the theory was wholly without foundation in fact. 

If Bro. D. had been present hearing what was said 
and seeing what was done, would he have said “unclean 
and not fit for fellowship ?” and then after the Holy Spirit 
was poured out upon them, would he have repeated 
“unclean and unfit for fellowship?” It must be re- 
membered that they were yet unbaptized. Is it safe to 
reject from the fellowship of the church those whom 
God has received? It seems to me that the facts which 
were sufficiently convincing to overcome the prejudices 
of a Jew ought to be strong enough to satisfy anybody 
else, 

That the gift of the epirit to those at the house of 
Cornelius was nof an exceptional case is distinctly 
stated by Peter in his defense before the apostles, at the 
15th verse of the 11th chapter: “Tae Holy Ghest fell 
on them as on us at the beginning.” 

Onur brother says, “If the spirit spoken of was not on 
condition of repentance and baptism, I can not see the 
object of obedience.” Bat why should he contend for 
baptism as a condition of receiving the spirit, and in 
the very next sentence admit the contrary in the case 
of Cornelius? Peter said, “Can any man forbid these 
being baptized, seeing they have received the Holy 
Spirit?” Would it not be better to receive the truth 
as it is given, and not spend time trying to explain 
facts that are already too plain to admit of explana- 
tion? 

Bro. D, asks, with an air of seeming triumph, for an- 
other case like that of Cornelius. Suppose we could 
furnish fen such cases, could he not with equal propri- 
ety ask for the eleventh ? 

Now I will make this declaration, and if I am wrong 
I hope some one who has a more perfect understand- 
ing of the subject will see that I am corrected—i. e.: 
There is not one instance in the New Testament of 
God’s giving the Holy Ghost to any unclean person, or 
to any one whose sins were not first pardoned, or to 
any one who was unfit for Christian fellowship. 

It is stated that “Christ made baptism a condition of 
fellowship.” Would the brother be pleased to give the 
chapter and verse from which he obtains this informa- 
tion?’ But he says that “some will deny that he did, 
but a denial of a point does not disprove it.” And it is 
equally true that the affirming of a proposition is one 
thing, and proving it is another and quite a different 
thing. ° 

The brother asks whether “a man can have a Chris- 
tian character while he is living in obedience to the 
command of Christ.” In answer to this I will ask, 
Did not Ohrist command Peter to go into all the world 
and preach the gospel, and did he not disobey that 
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command for about eight years,and was he without 
Christian character during that time? Was Alexander 
Campbell without Christian character from the time of 
his conversion in the days of his youth in his native 
Scotland until he was immersed, in-the year 1812, by 
Elder Luce, a Baptist minister of the Red Stone Asso- 
ciation of Pennsylvania? Twenty-five years after his 
own baptism Mr. Campbell said: “Suppose that bap- 
tism is to be made the test of Christian character, it 
follows that the brightest names on earth for the last 
three hundred years should be regarded as belonging 
to the kingdom of Satan.” (See Harbinger for 1837, 
page 507.) Alexander Hall, in a sermon printed in 
1845, says that Paul received the Holy Ghost at the 
same time that he received his sight, for his receiving 
his sight and being filled with the Holy Ghost are in- 
separable. 

Bro. Darner says that “our Savior was not entitled to 
the name Christ until after his baptism.” What, then, 
are we to do with the words of the angel in Luke 2: 10, 
11: “And the angel said unto them, Fear not, for be- 
hold I bring you good tidings of great joy, which shall 
be to all people. For unto you is born this day in the 
city of David a Savior, which is Christ the Lord.” Did 
the angel not know what kis name was, or did he get 
the name before he was entitled to it? 

My prayer is that we may never say unclean of any 
one whom God has cleansed, nor deny fellowship to 
any whose life and spirit show them to be the children 
of God.

—The Ohio State Christian Association is one of the 
best organized, and has shown itself to be one of the 
moat efficient, institutions among our people. It is at 
this time engaged in some of the best work of its his- 
tory, in helping on the founding of the new church at 
Springfield. It has been suggested that it would be 
well to place an agent in the field again, in order that 
the efficiency of the association might be increased. 
This subject will be considered at the meeting of the 
executive board at Yellow Springs this week.

The work is in the 
hands of men who are careful and well experienced in 
financial affairs. 

—Rev. H. M. Eaton writes from the New England 
Christian Convention: “We had a good session, The 
good old HERALD heartily indorsed. The HERALD is 
popular in New England. We love gospel liberty, but 
many of us do not indorse all the writers in the HEr- 
ALD. Because one man is ‘left handed’ it does not neces- 
earily follow that all the people in the town are so.

‘*Go ye into all the world and preach the gospel to every creat- 
ure.’’ Mark 16: 15, 

God’s best gifts to men are sent by the hands of men. 
It is a trite old saying, that angels’ visits are few and 
far between; and if the word angel is to be limited to 
the description of a messenger from the spirit world, 
the saying is true, and very properly so. God, who at 
sundry times and in divers manners spake to the 
fathers by the prophets, has at last spoken to us by his 
Son; but in order to make that communication the 
Son took not upon himself the nature of angels, but 
the seed cf Abraham, and was found in fashion as a 
man. He might have stood upon the battlements of 
the upper skies arrayed in all the glory which he had 
with the Father before the world was, and lectured the 
earth in the loud and terrible voice of the thunder; 
but that would have been of bat little value to man. 
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Humanity is the chosen channel through which the 
knowledge of the Lord is to be communicated to the 
hearts of men. 

The duration of the earthly ministry of Carist was 
necessarily brief. Those beings that could not en- 
dure to be spoken to by Jehovah could not long en- 
dure the ministry of his Christ. Man oan look 
out into the light of the sun as it is reflected upon 
earthly objects all afound him, but bis eye can not long 
endure to look upon the flaming face of the luminary 
from which the light proceeds. Our earth is placed 
many millions of miles away from the sun for the 
reason that its structure is such that it could not en- 
dure closer proximity. So God brings the light and 
glory of the spirit world as near to us as our spiritual 
vision will admit. A nocturnal bird must surely per- 
ish if compelled to live in a land of perpetual sunshine, 

Jesus humbled himself and was touched with all the 
feelings of our infirmities. He learned all that we 
know or can know of poverty, pain, and temptation, 
Of bunger and thirst, weariness of body and trouble of 
spirit, he drank the full cup. .And although he was 
baptized in the very depths of “the curse,” the power 
and intensity of his spirit proclaimed him everywhere 
as the Son of God. After his resurrection from the 
grave his presence assumed an attitude so unearthly 
that he could not long continue among men. 


The same considerations which operated as a reason 
for his coming to our earth through the veil of human- 
ity also operated as a reason for his withdrawing from 
earth when his unmeasured spirit beoame more divine 
than earth was able to bear, and the same conditions 
which suggested the necessity of his partaking of the 
seed of Abraham also sugges's that humanity should be 
the medium through which his gospel should be carried 
to all the earth. Baing to being, and heart to heart, is 
the order of Providence and the law of Christ. 

Hence it is, also, that preaching is the chosen meth- 
od, As the living personality of Jesus Christ, with all 
the exaltation, purity, tenderness, and love of his cbarac- 
ter, is the one all-inspiring and life-giving fact of the gos- 
pel, so a living ministry is the chosen medium through 
which the blessings and benefits of that blessed Obrist 
are to be given to man, As the Father hath sent his Son 
so hath thé Son sent his ministers. 

The thought in this text which is most suggestive to 
us at this time is to be found in the fact that the good 
news is to be preached. Sach is the genius of the gos- 
pel that its deepest, truest, sweetest, and best truth and 
most saving powers can be given to man by no other 
means, Jesus did not attempt to plant his truth in hu- 
man hearts by machinery. He well understood the ex- 
tent and capabilities of that which is merely mechanical, 
and he sought to emancipate mankind from its slavery 
to method and to give to it the light of the inner life 
under the influence of which the world should not walk 
in darkness nor work at random, but be able to choose 
such methods as are in best harmony with the effectual 
workings of the Spirit. 

The preacher of the gospel is not & mere expounder 
of difficult and mysterious questions. Itis not somuch 
h‘s duty to interpret as to proclaim, and the proclama- 
tion he has to make will take its chief value and power 
from the warmth, purity, and sincerity of his own spirit. 
Recognizing fully the important advantages afforded by 
the press and the Sabbath-:chool as instruments for the 
dissemination of the gospel, not these nor all other ap- 
pliances taken with them caa possibly supersede the 
necessity for the pulpit or do the work of the preacher. 
No liturgy, however elaborate or high sounding it may 
be, no service of song and of public prayer, however 
elegant in terms or devout in petition, can be made to 
supply the place of the free and earnest utterance of the 
word of the Lord in the ears of the people. 

Jerusalem and all Judea and all the region zound- 
about Jordan turned away from the doling ritual of the 
synagogue and the imposing ceremonies of the temple 
and went out to the wilderness, not merely that they 
might see a reed shaken by the wind, nor that they 
might see one surrcunded by the gorgeous luxuries of 
royal extravagance. They had heard the voice of the 
stern prophet of the wilderness orying to the people, 
“Repent ye, for the kingdom of heaven is at band.” 
Although his warnings and threatenings were Tull of 
terror, and his rebukes of sin withering in the ex- 
treme, still the multitudes thronged about him and 
were baptized of him in Jordan confessing their sis, 

When two unsupported missionaries went into 4 
strange city their very presence was accepted as a caulg 
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of alarm and the conservators of antiquated and ex- 
hausted systems at once cried to the people that those 
who had turned the world upside down had come 
hither alzo, Dislodgement is one of the ever-recurring 
needs of society, and a preacher who is able and will- 
ing to turn things upside down often becomes a neces- 
sity, 

God has chosen the preacher as his instrument to be 
used in sending the glad tidings of salvation to men 
because the preacher belongs to the human race, and it 
hence becomes the preacher to put himself into sym- 
pathy with human nature to the fullest possible extent. 
Every attempt on the part of those who profess to be 
ministers of Jesus Obrist to assume a priestly caste or 
to atilt themselves upon their position asa professional 
clergyman is to deny themselves of the peculiar power 
ordained of God as the source of strength in helping 
and saving men, Every step of the preacher by which 
he puts distance between himself and the people, or 
any class of the people, is also an act of putting him- 
self out of harmony with Christ and, out of harmony 
with thedivine method of helping and saving men. 

To preach the gospel is to preach Christ. Jesus 
called it this gospel of the kingdom. Paul said Christ 
isall. The truth of the gospel comes not to us in a set 
of rites and symbols to be systematically performed, 
nor does it come in a set of formulated dogmas 
which if we believed we shall be saved and if we doubt 
we shall be damned. 

It ia not a scheme of ethics, laws, or commandments 
by which we shall live if we obay, and by which we shall 
perish if we come short. Much less is it an elaborate 
ecclesiasticiam by which men are clothed with power 
and authority one over another. The gospel is the 
manifestation of the character of God as seen and heard 
and felt in the life and words and spirit of Jesus Christ. 
It is nota thing of forms and formulas, of statu‘es and 
philosophies. It is not to be measured by a teed nor 
weighed in the balances. It rises infinitely above and 
reaches intinitely beyond ali such standards. It is the 
infiaite purity, love, power, wisdom, and glory of the 
heavenly Father manifeat in Jeaus Christ and made real 
to the consciousness of faith. The realization of those 
lofty truths is poesible to us only as they are manifested 
in personality. Hence it pleased the Father that in Christ 
should all fullness dwell, that ‘o him should be given 
the spirit without measure, so that whoever hath seen 
him—hath seen with eyes of faith and love—hath rightly 
apprehended the anointed Ooe—hath seen the Father 
also, That is, they have seen all of Gcd, all of the 
boundless, invisible, incomprehensible, infinity of love, 
power, and glory that is possible to see under human 
conditions. He is the Lord’s Christ because he is in 
the Father and the Father in him, and he becomes king 
over the conscience and sovereign over the will of every 
one that loves him. The loving heart is the throne of 
his glory. Into every loving soul he and the Father will 
come and there abide as the light of life and the inspi- 
ration of hope and blessing. 

Human methcds are always from without, inward; 
the gospel method is from within, outward. Men have 
undertaken to build character by rules of living and 
maxims of wisdom; to build a state by laws and a 
church by authorities; to build as a cooper builds a 
barrel—building it together by the hoops that are 
driven on the outside of it: but Christ builds a charac- 
ter by enthroning himself in the affections of the soul. 
He sets right the spirit,—the most inward conditions 
of being,—and trusts to that the correction of all out- 
ward relations. His theory is that if the tree is good 
the fruit will not be evil; that if the fountain is clean 
the stream will be pure. He proposes to, build a 
church as nature builds a vine—that it may grow by 
the life currents that each branch receives from the 
true vine. 

This is the gospel which is commanded to be preach- 
ed to every creature, It is to be preached to all 
nations for the reason that it is the story of Him who 
is the desire of all nations. Buddhism may be con. 
genial to the present state of morals and inteligence in 
China, but it does not elevate the Chinaman, Brahmin- 
iam meets the fancy of the Hindoos because it is like 
themeelves, Mohammedanism is indigenous to the 

sands of Arabia and the East, and there it has flourish- 
ed and there it must exhaust itself and die. The 
Roman ritual and superstitions captivate the Italian, 
the Spaniard, the Irish peasant, the Mexican, and the 
South American, The English liturgy and priesthood 
‘is charming to the fancy of the British aristocracy and to 


certain of their American cousins; Presby terianism suits 
the staid and conservative Scotchman ; and Methodism 
gathers in the emotional of all countries. Adventism 
gathers up the credulous andthe literalist, dividing the 
letter with the Baptist and Disciples. But the gospel 
of Christ is the true bread that cometh down from 
heaven, and that giveth life to the world. Jesus is not 
an Eoglishman, nor a German; he is not a Mongolian, 
nor a Hindoo; not even ason of Abraham, but the 
Son of man. He is a brother to humanity. He is 
God’s answer to all human need. He corrects, puri 
fies, and ennobles all tendencies. In him there is 
neither learned nor uslearned, Jew nor Greek, bond 
nor free, barbarian nor Cythian.. He is the way to 
God—the gate ajar that stands free to all, the rich, the 
poor, the great, the small of every clime and nation.

FROM RICHMOND, MICHIGAN. 


Permit me to say through the HERALD a few words 
to my brethren and friends that may yet be living, 
although what I have to say is mostly of myself. Iam 
now 70 years old. My wife—the daughter of the late 
Elder Ebenezer Wade and sister to Eider E. R. Wade 
—is yet living with me. We are both enjoying good 
health. ’ 

Fifty two years ego I commenced preaching in Ca- 
yuga Uounty, New York (which is my native place), 
Fifty years ago the 10th of this month we-were mar- 
ried—I trust for life, which is getting to be a rare and 
almost unpopular occurrence in this radical day. The 
10th of Janae we bad not a golden wedding, but a little 
gathering of children and grandchildren, accompanied 
by the Rev. Mr. Rupert and wife, Baptists. The hours 
passed pleasantly and the chicken-pies were good. Our 
minds were naturally led back to youthful scenes and 
by-gone daye. And what does memory call up—a 
youthful life and days of strength spent in sinful recre- 
ation? Not atal!: but early conversion to Christ and 
his church. 

Forty-nine years since, Elder Joshua Hayward, an 
old pioneer apostle, long since gone to the other shore 
—Jesus, Master, rest his faithful soul—came to the Cen- 
tral Conference, then in session, in search of help for 
Otsego County churches, he having more ground broken 
than he could attend to, thongh he preached from five 
to seven sermons a week, averaging only once in four 
weeks in any one place. I want here to say to our 
young ministers that this he did without any stipulated 
salary, he being opposed to subscription or public con- 
tribution. He was a poor man, financially speaking, 
yet rich in faith. He brought up a family of some five 
or six children. Three of his sons became Christian 
ministers and one of his daughters edited a Christian 
paper in Canada. All were well educated, and early 
and faithfully consecrated themselves to liberal Bible 
Christianity. 

Well, I was selected by the great Head of the church 
and the conference to go with this man, I went and 
took the southern part of the county. There were 
then three charches in my circuit—one in New Lisbon, 
one in Lawrence, and one in Otego Township, with 
scattering appointments in other places. God seemed 
to open the way, and it was one constant reformation 
for eighteen months. I think some of those brethren. 
and converts must still be living; if so, let me say to 
them that Bro. Burgess still lives, and expects to meet 
many of you on the other shore. 

From Oteego I went to Genesee County, I trust by 
the direction of our Christian Bishop. I stopped first 
at Hermitage, a small village where we had no church, 
and all were to me strangers. The third discdurse I 
preached some rosefor prayers. I continued here four 
years and organized a Christian Church. The people 
built a large chapel and put a bell in it. 

From this place I went to old Stafford, thirty miles 
north, and found the church divided by what was then 
calied Campbellism. Two ministers and most of the 
best gifts had left us, each party having a chapel: My 
firat meeting was Sunday evening; both parties were 
out, and the house was filled to overflowing: I preached 
salvation, the great Master helping me; called for mourn- 
ere, and two young ladies crowded forward. The revival 
continued six months. Elder Joseph Badger used to 
come over occasionally and help me over the Sabbath, 
baptizing. God rest bis faithful soul. Oar brethren 
that went out all came back. I received over one hun- 
dred into the church. We had then two chapels: I 
think the Campbell chapel in Morganville is the one 
now occupied by the church, I spent five years in 
Stafford and then moved to Michigan. My‘health be- 
ing poor, I went on a piece of wild land and com: 
menced hand labor. My health improved, and here I 
am yet. Ihave preached promiscuously around; bap- 
tized quite a number; preached a large number of fu- 
neral sermont; married a good many couples—and yet 
love to do so.

We often hear this exclamation, especially from the 
lips of the youthful, and very seldom but in an impa- 
tient tone.

The other is 
a spirit of earnestness, a desire to know and realize the 
outcome of certain lines of action. 

When we hear & yOung man, cautioned or admonisb- 
ed as toa certain habit, answering in a careless, impa- 
tient tone, “Well, what of it?” I am led to think that 
little good he will receive from such caution or ad- 
monish, 

Consider, O young man, whoever thou art, the “Well, 
what of it?” in all your contemplated acts. And thou, 
O young woman, whosoever thou art, be very careful 
how thy lips shall syllable the like inquiry. 

In order to consider the true philosophy and 
spirit of this “what of it?” I have propounded a series 
of questions and answered them by the mouth of 
inspired wisdom, which neither can be gainsaid nor 
truthfully denied: 

Suppose I do take a social glass occasionally, what 
of it? 

Wine isa mocker and strong drink is raging; and who- 
soever is deceived thereby is not wise. He that loveth 
pleasure shall be a poor man; he that loveth wine shall 
not be rich, Woe to him who putteth the cup to his 
neighbor’s lips. 

What of it? Isit not manly tosmoke, chew, and take 
a glass? 

I sought in mine heart to give myself unto wine, and 
behold, all was vanity and vexation. Asa thorn goeth up 
into the hand of a drunkard so is a parable in the mouth 
of a fool. 

Don’t you think I can stop'when I choose? 

Seeth thou a wise man in his own conceit? there is 
more hope of a fool than him; as a dog returneth to his 
vomit, so a fool returns to his folly. Whoso diggeth a 
pit shall fall therein, A prudent man foreseeth the 
evil and hideth himself. He that loveth pleasure shall 
be a poor man. He that loveth wine shall not be rich. 

What if Iam disobedient to parents, unmindful of 
their desires, and unheedful of their counsel ? 

Cursed be he that setteth light by his father or his 
mother. Whoso curseth his father or his mother his 
lamp shall be put out in obscure darkness, A fool 
despiseth his father’s instructions: but he that regard- 
eth reproof is prudent, A wise son maketh a glad 
father. 

Well, what of it? Is not youth the time for gaiety 
and amusement? Why not indulge in the pastimes of 
the day? 

Keep thy heart with all diligence, for out of it are the 
issnes of life, -Ponder the path of thy feet, and let all 
thy ways be established. Turn not to the right hand 
nor to the left; remove thy feot from evil. Rejoice, O 
young man, in thy youth; and let thy heart cheer thee 
in the days of thy youth, and walk in the ways of thine 
heart,and in the sight of thine eyes; but know thou 
that for all these things God will bring thee into judg- 
ment, Therefore remove sorrow from thine heart, and 
put away evil from thy fleeb; for childhood and youth 
are vanity. 

Suppose I am courteous to some and rude to others, 
what of it? 

To have respect of persons is not good; for a piece of 
bread (that is for a trifling reward) that will trangress. 
If ye have respeot of persons ye commit sin. 

If I am indifferent to the calls of benevolence, what 
of it? 


Whoso stoppeth his ears at the cry of the poor, he 
also shall cry himself but shall not be heard. A gift in 
secret pacifieth anger, and a reward in the bosom a 
strong wrath. Whoso giveth to the poor lendeth to the 
Lord. But God said unto him, Thou fool, this night thy 
soul shall be required of thee, then whose shall those 
thinys be which thou hast provided? So is he that 
layeth up treasures to himself,and is not rich toward 
God. 

What if I am overreaching in trade or business ? 

The getting of treasures by a lying tongue is a vanity 
tossed to and fro of them that seek death. Todo justice 
and judgment is more acceptable to the Lord than 
sacrifice. A false balance is an abomination to the 

ord, 

What if I do not serve my employer with all dili- 
gence? 

As vinegar to the teeth, and as smoke to the eyes, 80 
is the sluggard that send him. The hand of the dil- 
igent sball bear rule; but the slothful shall be under 
tribute. 

Why should I join the church and subject myself to 
the restraints of a religious life? What of it? 

And the Lord added to the church daily such asshould 
be saved. Now, therefore, ye are no more strangers and 
fore} gners, but fellow-citizens with the saints and of the 
household of God. 

What if I cherish a resentiul, unforgiving spirit ? 

For if you forgive men their trespasses, your heavenly 
Father will also forgive you; but if ye forgive men not 
their trespasses, neither will your heavenly Father for- 
give your trespasses. Forgive and ye shall be forgiven. 
And be ye kind one to another, tender-hearted, forgiv- 
ing one another, The hope of an unjust man perish- 
eth. Hatred stirreth up strifes; but love covereth all 
81D8, 

Now, then, having had all these important inquiries 
80 wisely answered, is it not well that we should act 
right and wisely heed the gcod counsel .we have re- 
ceived in these answers ? 

Need I urge upon your attention more fully the im- 
portance and necessity of your following the line of con- 
duct marked out? “Eschew evil, learn to do good, then 
thy days shall be prolonged upon the eafth, and thou 
mayest walk uprightly before God and man.” 

Consider well the “what of it” of every contemplated 
act.

BELIEVING. 


“For with the heart man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is made unto salvation.” 
Rom. 10: 10. 

_A heart belief seems to be the burden of the apostle’s 
soul in contradistinction to a head theory. He sets forth 
the difference bet ween the righteousness which is of the 
law and that which is of faith so plainly that it seems to 
me there need be no questioning in the matter. He 
says (Rom. 10: 8), “But what saith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and in thy heart: that is, 
the word of faith, which we preach; that if thou ehalt 
confess with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt be- 
lieve in thine heart that God bath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved.” But toshow that all believ- 
ing isnot with the heart he then uses the language of 
the text, “For with the heart man believeth unto right- 
eousness.” 

When Philip preached in the city of Samaria, Simon, 
the. sorcerer, believed there was not much heart in the 
matter, for when Peter came he had the impudence to 
think he could purchase the gift of God with money. 
Bat Peter said to him, “Thou hast neither part nor lotin 
this matter, for thy heart is not right in the sight of 
God.” His belief had not reached his heart, but evi- 
dently was only a head religion. And it is quite prob- 
able that Philip learned a lesson right there, for the next 
subject to whom he administers the ordinance of bap- 
tism that we have any account of is the Ethiopian 
eunuch, and to him Philip said, “If thou believest with 
all thine heart, thou mayest.” 

Now the grand point is right believing, or simply as- 
senting to the truth historically, even though it be put 
into language that has no salvation in i!; but the believ- 
ing with the heart that goes down into the innermost 
being and takes hold on the affections (heart) and gov- 
erns the life is the faith that brings salvation. Then let 
us heed the exhortation of the Apostle Paul (IT. Cor. 13: 
5), “Examine yourselves, whether ye be in the faith; 
prove your own selves, Know ye not your own selves, 
how that Jesus Ohbrist isin you, exce ye be reprobates ?” 


Then if Chriat be in us that fact will be evidenced by a 
life of purity, humility, and goodnes:; in other words, a 
life conformed to the pattern set by our Lord and Mas- 
ter. That simply believing without having the heart 
engaged will not bring salvation we will add one more 
proof and close, “Thou believest that there is one God; 
thou doest well: the devils also balieve, and tremble, 
But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith without 
works is dead?” James 2: 19, 20,

Were there any other 
reasons why he thought the Lord demanded a portion 
of every man’s possessions ?” 

“Yes, sir; he said that God gave very definite direc- 
tions to the children of Israel about what he wished 
them to do, and that he required them to give a certain 
portion of their income.” 

“Well, did he think that God’s direction to his ancient 
people was binding upon us to-day ?” 

“He said that by what was required of them we could 
see, at least, about what God thought was proper that 
his own people should give to him then, and he could 
notsee why God should not be entitled to as much from 
his children now as he was then, for we receive every- 
thing from him as much as they did. And then Mr. 
Jones said we had even more to make us grateful to 
God than they had; if they gave, therefore, because 
they were grateful, we ought to give a great deal more.” 

“Did Mr, Jones say how much he thought the old 
Jews gave ?” 

“Yes, sir; he said tithes and offerings were referred 
to, and he thought that while the tithes meant the one 
tenth, the tithes and offerings together would probably 
amount to from one fifth to one third of the whole in- 
come.” 

“Then did he think that we should give the one fifth 
or the one third of our income to the Lord ?” 

“He thought that it waa reasonable to suppose that 
the Lord demanded as much as that of us, for he evi- 
dently did of the Jews; and then after we had paid that 
we could give as much more as we pleased,and we 
might feel sure that the Lord would accept it and give 
to us a rich blessing.” 

“Well, my son, I am very glad to see that you remem- 
ber so much of the sermon; now, do you think that 
Mr. Jones was right about the matter ?” 

“Certainly I do, papa.” 

“T think so too,my boy. Then the Lord has demands 
upon us all, has he not?” 

“I suppose so; but, papa, do you think that he has any 
demands upon me? [I have but a little money, and do 
you think that the Lord wants me togive him a portion 
of it?” 

“My son, does not the Lord place that little money in 
your hands to take care of and return to him a portion 
of the income, just as much as he places the large sum 
in the rich man’s hands for him to take care of and re- 
turn tohim a portion? Suppose I should loan one 
man ten thousand dollars and another one hundred; 
and the one to whom I loaned the small sum should 
say, ‘The sum which I have received is so small I will 
not return anything. The man who borrowed ten thou- 
sand ought to pay, but Ido not think I need to pay,’ 
would that be fair ?” 

“No, sir.” 

“Neither is it right, evidently, for you to say because 
you have received so little therefore you need not re- 
turn anything. You ought to give a portion of the lit- 
tle you receive, just as much as the one who receives 
more ought to give a portion of what he receives, And 
then, my boy, think what great good God can make 
even a little accomplish, and what great blessings it 
may bring to you. The widow’s two mites secured for 
her probably a richer blessing than any of the large 
gifts that the rich may have presented.— Presbyterian.

To THE EDITOR:

scald well together and bottle.

Making Butter. 


The cream, if churned sweet, should 
be stirred several times before churning 
to thoroughly iccurporate and secure an 
even age, which the air oan better do 
than by any other plan. Caurn in revoly- 
ing churns at a temperature not greater 
than fifty-eight degrees. At the point of 
separation cold brine should be introduo- 
ed to produce granulation, and subse- 
quent washings with weak brine to re- 
move every trace of the buttermilk. The 
butter should be ealted, but anything like 
working it into a solid mass should be 
avoided. When this butter has been al- 
lowed to “sweat” for a few hours it should 
be worked over enough to expel the sur- 
plus moisture and packed into packages 
away from the air.—Sel.
